But that's only a small part of 
what they do.

George Smith, supervisor of the 
Arcade Shop, explained that his 
area actually gives the entire Com- 
pany support to keep equipment 
operating. “Calling our department 
the Arcade Shop is actually a mis- 
nomer since the majority of the work 
we do involves the repair and gen- 
eral maintenance of numerous small 
equipment. Since opening we have 
acquired the task of maintaining our 
370 Sweda cash registers throughout 
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the property, Cash Control cash 
counting equipment, 177 turnstiles, 
over 90 time clocks and time recor- 
ders, and 198 ticket dispensers, to 
name just a few!” Other areas that 
rely on the Arcade Shop for equip- 
ment maintenance include the Cus- 
todial Department which has over 
260 floor scrubbers and vacuums to 
keep in tip top shape; Outdoor Foods’ 
seven popcorn wagons and the Ft. 
Wilderness Petting Farm Feed Dis-
